Philip  Khuri  Hitti,  an  eminent  Princetonian  for  well 
over  three  decades  and  widely  known  as  interpreter  of 
the  East  to  the  West  and  the  West  to  the  East,  whose 
lifework  has  been  responsible  for  the  most  meaningful  . 
"Princeton  book"  of  the  Christmas  Season — "The 
World  of  Islam."  This  372page,  British-printed  work, 
edited  by  James  Kritzeck  and  R.  Bayly  Winder,  is  a 
rare  tribute  to  a  great  teacher-scholar  and  a  great  hu- 
man being,  for  the  22  essays  included  therein  are  with- 
out exception  the  work  of  former  students  of  Hitti's 
or  colleagues  of  his  in  the  University's  far  ranging  De- 
partment of  Oriental  Studies. 

The  73-year  old  Hitti,  once  described  by  an  exhausted 
colleague  as  "perpetual  motion  in  motion,"  has  been 
one  of  the  striking  and  dominant  personalities  on  the 
Princeton  scene  since  1926.  Although  he  officially  re- 
tired from  the  University  in  1954,  he  continues  as  the 
dean  of  American  Arabists  and,  much  like  a  magnet, 
attracts  to  Princeton  an  almost  steady  stream  of  visitors 
from  the  Islamic  World,  most  of  whom  feel  he  is  largely 
responsible  for  the  introduction  and  rapid  develop- 
ment of  Islamic  studies  in  the  United  States.  In  fact, 
it  has  been  said  that  he  has  been  more  quoted  in  Arabic 
newspapers  than  any  other  spokesman  for  the  Western 
World. 

In  a  sense  Hitti's  career  is  as  American  as  pie  a  la 
mode.  Born  in  Shimlan.  Syria — on  the  slopes  of  Mount 
Lebanon— he  was  first  introduced  to  American  institu- 
tions of  learning  at  age  eight  by  a  broken  arm.  It  was 
a  compound  fracture  which  the  shepherds  of  his  village 
failed  to  cure.  Gangrene  set  in.  A  young  medical  gradu- 
ate of  the  American  University  of  Beirut  recommended 
immediate  removal  to  Beirut,  where  two  operations 
saved  the  limb  and  his  life.  "My  weakened  physical  con- 
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dition,"  Hitti  recalls,  "confirmed  my  family  in  its  con- 
viction that  I  should  earn  my  living  by  intellectual  rather 
than  manual  pursuits." 

Trained  at  the  present  American  University  at  Beirut, 
probably  the  most  distinguished  American  institution 
yet  developed  anywhere  overseas.  Hitti  first  came  to 
this  country  in  1913  to  represent  Syria  at  a  world  stu- 
dent conference  and  remained  to  take  his  doctorate  at 
Columbia.  The  next  decade,  highlighted  in  1920  by  hij 
naturalization  as  an  American  citizen,  he  divided  be- 
tween Columbia  and  Beirut,  finally  returning  to  this 
hemisphere  in  1926  with  his  appointment  to  the  Prince- 
ton department  he  was  to  develop  into  one  of  thg 
world's  great  centers  for  Oriental  Studies  that  has  in- 
troduced scores  of  outstanding  students  to  Arab  culture. 

Princeton's  pioneering  Program  in  Near  Eastern 
Studies,  currently  supported  by  foundations,  privat* 
funds  and  government,  stemmed  from  Hitti's  herculean 
efforts  during  World  War  II  when  carefully  selected 
military  personnel  were  assembled  here  for  training 
intelligence  duties  with  Near  Eastern  commands.  Radio 
Berlin — and  Hitti  relishes  this  story — was  deeply  im- 
pressed by  the  wartime  program's  potentialities.  Nazi 
propagandists  warned  Egypt  and  the  Near  East  that 
American  troops  are  mastering  Arabic  at  an  institutt 
in  Princeton  run  by  a  Syrian,  "who  cares  more  for 
money  than  his  country." 

For  meriting  the  tribute  represented  by  the  newly 
published  "The  World  of  Islam:  Studies  in  Honour  of 
Philip  K.  Hitti";  for  helping  bridge  the  gap  between 
two  great  and  enduring  civilizations;  for  truly  dis- 
tinguished achievement  in  his  chosen  field;  he  is  Towif 
Topics'  nominee  for 
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CHRISTMAS,   1959 
Snow,    Prosperity — and     Peace. 

The  last  Christmas  of  the  outgo- 
ing decade  had  all  the  api>ear- 
ances  of  being  one  of  the  best. 
At  the  precise  moment  thart  win- 
ter arrived  (9:35  a.m.  on  Tues- 
day), the  Weather  Man  had  made 
dreams  of  a  White  Christmas 
come  true  with  a  December 
snowstorm  that  blanketed  the 
countryside  with  a  good  five 
inches. 

In  Princeton,  and  in  aM  other 
communities  throughout  tihe  land 
untouched  by  the  long  steel  strike, 
Christmas  giving  and  Christmas 
dinner  would  symbolize  the  solid 
state  of  American  prosperitj-.  At 
a  continuing  high  level,  and  pre- 
sent to  a  degree  that  it  made  the 
holiday  season  merry  for  almost 
everyorte.  it  would  be  the  more 
enjoyable  if  it  were  not  taken 
completely  for  granted. 

On  the  world  scene .  th  e  ye  ar 
had  at  least  been  blessed  with 
ability  on  the  part  of  participants 
in  the  Cold  War  to  hold  the  line. 
International  relations  had  not 
shown  signs  of  deteriorating;  for 
the  West.  President  Eisenhower's 
precedent-setting  visit  to  neutral 
and  allied  nations  had  lighted  a 
warm  glow  in  the  hearts  of  mil- 
lions. Their  first  direct  contact 
with  the  U.S.  was  a  major  step 
forward  in  forging  the  chain 
that,  abo\'e  all  else,  is  the  surest 
protection  against  nuclear  war: 
the   Brotherhood  of  Man. 

On  the  Princeton  scene,  as  the 
spirit  of  Ohristmas  began  to  per- 
vade the  atmosphere '  with  the 
same  bright  clarity  as  the  star 
that  first  lighted  the  way  2000 
years  ago,  it  was  a  time  for 
quiet  rejoicing.  And  as  tdie  holi- 
day season  reached  Its  anticipat- 
ed climax,  these  assorted  conv 
munity  developments  were  mak- 
ing news: 

•  The  Lawrenceville  School's 
old  gymnasium  (not  to  be  con- 
fused with  the  new  multi-million 
dollar  Lavino  Field  House)  was 
destroyed  by  fire  early  Wednes- 
day morning.

Township's  Judgrment  Questioned 

To  the  Editor  of  Town  Topics: 

We  have  been  following  with 
interest  the  discussion  of  a  pro- 
poRal  for  extending  sewer  mains 
into  the  outlying  Township  areas 
to  include,  among  other  streets, 
Ihe  northern  end  of  The  Great 
Road,  Heather  Lane  and  Ridge- 
vlew  Road.  To  extend  these  fa- 
cilities to  these  areas  is  imprac- 
tical,    uneconomical     and    ill-ad- 

For  an  example,  to  provide 
Heather  Lane  alone  with  mains 
would  probably  require  an  ex- 
penditure of  more  than  $100,000 
for  merely  the  mains,  pumping 
facilities,  house  laterals,  engineer- 
ing, etc,  as  needed  for  that  spe- 
cilic  street  and  this  would  be  in- 
creased to  Include  the  additional 
sum  for  the  trunk  main  on  The 
Great  Road,  an  almost  unpopu- 
lated two-mile  arterial  street. 
Heather  Lane  and  its  adjacent 
segment  of  Cherry  V'allev  Road 
is  4,400  feet  in  length,  all  hard 
bed  rock  requiring  the  dynamit- 
ing of  each  and  every  foot  of 
mains  and  house  connections.  The 
terrain  slopes  away  from  town, 
requiring  a  mechanical  pumping 
station. 

Why  has  it  been  felt  necessary 
to  even  consider  this  sewer?  The 
few  houses  on  Heather  Lane  all 
have  facilities  which  are  working 
without  complaint.  A  recent  prob- 
lem was  judged  by  the  Township 
Health  Officer  as  a  defective  sep- 
tic system,  while  in  fact  It  was 
found  to  be  a  broken  pipe.  Can 
this  error  in  judgment  by  one  in- 
I'xpertenced  Township  employee 
be  the  impetus  for  a  tremendous 
sewer  expense? 

We  question  the  qualifications 
of  the  Township  Engineering  of- 
lice  and  Health  Officer  to  freely 
make  these  preliminary  studies 
and  to  draw  these  erroneous  con- 
clusions. 

Our  Township  cannot  afford  the 
luxury    of     unnecessary     expense 
and  we  call  on   the   elected  offi- 
cials to  thoroughly  investigate  all 
phases  of  this  entire  sewer  plan, 
consider  all  other  means  now  gen- 
erally used  by  other  communities 
for  sewage  disposal  and  to  Imme- 
diately halt  all   further  planning 
and  proposals  until  ihe  results  o( 
this  investigation  can  be  reported.
